The Instructions for the British 
Cavalry on the Continent, by GR- 
NERAL DUNDAs, in the beginning 
of the Tear 1795, gave me a Sufficient

The excellent treatiſe since pub- 
lished by GENERAL DUNDAs, and 
ordered by the KING to be strictly 
obſerved and practised by the Ca- 
valry in general, has led me to re- 
vise and correct my little Book, and 
I think I can venture ts ſay, that you 
will find in this new Edition, all 
my Separate and temporary Direc- 
tions in their proper Places, and 
nothing contradictory to the princi- 
ples laid down by GENERAL Dur-

PuncTUALITY and Precision 
are essentially necessary in all Military 
Establishments and Operations.—It is 
therefore. expected, that every Gentle. 
man will make a Point of Honor of 
being at the Post assigned to him, a 
Quarter of an Hour before the Time 
fixed, and never one. Moment after it. 
That Time is always meant to be precize, 
whether so expressed or not.

Every Volunteer signs an Engage- 
ment to obey the Officers; and every 
Officer his Superior, when on Duty, 
or at Exercise, in the same Manner as 
if the Corps were called out into actual 
Service; and it is expected, that this 
necessary Subordination will be attended 
to on the Occasions where it is pre- 
scribed, as strictly as if the King, or a 
Reviewing-General, were present. 


III. 

Tux first thing every Gentleman who 
is enrolled in the Corps is requested to 
pay particular Attention to, is Riding; 
and none will have Cause to regret the 
Time bestowed to learn as much of the 
Manage as is necessary for a Dragoon, 
because it unquestionably improves the 
Seat,

Besides the numerous Tronkives: on 
Horsemanship, which any Gentleman 
may purchase, approved Regimental 
Riding-Masters are employed by the 
Corps, and it is not meant here to in- 
terfere with their Business; but it is 
necessary to observe, that no Gentle- 
man is fit to join the Ranks till he has 
acquired an easy, graceful, and firm 
Seat, without trusting to his Stirrups; 
till he can sit a rough Trot without

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- Evrxy Gentleman, upon all Occa- 
sions, must dress to the Hand he forms 
to. In forming to the Right he must 
be careful to put on his right Leg in 
Time, so as to stop his Horse, and pre- 
serve his proper Distance from his 
Right: hand Man, — Horses are very apt 
when used to the Ranks, to lean on 
each other, and when allowed to get too 
close, they cannot get back again.— If 
the Riders are thus squeezed or crowded 
in the Ranks it is entirely their own 
Fault. Equal Attentionꝰ must be paid 
to this Observation in forming to the 
Le. In forming to the Front, every 
Gentleman must pull up his Horse a 
little short of his proper Place in the 
Rank, so as to be able to move for-

back, in order to be properly dressed.

It is extremely necessary that every 
Gentleman recollect how he is 0d off. 
Troops when told off must be at close

Tux Regulation in the preceding 
Article is so very necessary to be at- 
tended to, by every Gentlemen in the 
Ranks, that without a strict observance 
of it no Evolution upon the March can

Indeed it has been found so difficult, 
particularly with large Bodies, to pre- 
gerve Intervals and Lines of March 
without halting, that almost every thing 
is now done from a previous Halt.

the Left, to the Le about and pull up;

When | filing from boch Flanks of

In taking Ground by Paxrage, the 
whole are to dress to the Hand they 
are ordered to move to, and at the 
Word Marth, must apply the necessary 
Aids for performing this Manceuvre, 
which is practised when Squadrons are 
to take or gain back their proper Inter- 
vals ; when the Files are too close, &c. 
and ought to be done altogether, and 
with such Precision as to have the Line 
well dressed, when the Word Halt is 
given.

and of course a Troop or Squadron 
wheeled to the Right or Left by Threes 
(which brings every Six fronting to a 
Flank), should occupy the same Space 
as when formed at close Order.,—The 
Right and Left by Threes must dress 
to their Centre Men at every Wheel, 
and again to, the Pivot at the Word 
Dress,——They should march close to 
the Croup, else the Squadron or Divi- 
tion will open out; and the Files be

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looſe when æobeeled up that is always 
to their former Front, and whenever 
ordered to go about, it muſt be to the 
Right about, —All Movements by Threes 
are executed by each Rank separately, 
though at the same Time, and thence

—Whether- it be by Squadrons, Half 
Squadrons, Divisions, or Subdivisions, 
and whether to the Right, Left, or 
e the Line must be kept perfeckly 
| B straight 
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straight till the Evolution is performed. 
This depends very much on the Wheeler, 
or the Right or Left-Hand Man on the 
Wheeling Flanl. When a Squadron, or 
any Division of it, is ordered to 4vheel 
to the Right, the whole of that Squa- 
dron or Division must Dress to the Left, 
except the Wheeler on the Flank of it, 
who looks the Way he is to go.—At 
the Word March, if halted, he must 
go off at a steady Trot or Gallop, with 
his Horse well in Hand, so as to prevent 
all sudden Inequalities of Pace; and he 
must describe such an exact Circle, as 
neither to crowd nor loosen the Files. 
He must also be well seconded by every 
Man in the Ranks; each must keep 
his exact Distance from his Left- Hand 
Man, must keep up with him at what- 

ever 


ever 
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ever Rate he goes, but must not pass 
him a single Inch, nor press upon him, 
else the Line would either bag or bulge, 
and the Wheel be imperfect. —The 
Man on the Pivot Flank simply and 
slowly turns his Horse on his own 
Groynd to the Right, as he observes 
the Line coming round, and as an as- 
sistance to the Wheeler, he ought to 
hold out his Right Hand (or Sword 
when drawn), and drop it when the 
Evolution is performed.

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It seems only necessary to observe 
| further here, that every Horse at easy 
i Files occupies about three Feet in 
[| Breadth, and of course a Squadron of 
| forty-eight File in Front, stands on 
| about as many Yards in Length, and 
about six Yards in Depth.— It triples 
its Extent when in File, doubles it 
when by Threes, increases it one half 
when in Ranks by Twos, and does not 
open out at all when in Ranks by 
'Threes, or six in Front wheeled to a 
Flank,

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WEN the Rules laid down in the 
preceding Articles for Riding, the Ma- 
nual Exercize on Hors:back, Advancing, 
Reining Back, Forming, Filing, Wheel- 
ing, and Inclining, are perfectly under- 
stood, and have been sufficiently prac- 
tised, we may safely proceed to the 
Field, where one Day will be of more 
service, both to Man and Horse, when 
properly drilled, than a great many in 
the Riding house, 

It would be desirable to come to the 
Exercising Field by Troops; but as 
that would subject many Gentlemen to 
Inconvenience, it is only here recom- 
mended, that all those who come from 
any one of the Riding-houses, should 
B 4 march 
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nd; in files ant be led by an Officer, 
It is earnestly requested of chose Gen- 
tlemen who come singly, to be in the 
Field a Quarter of an Hour before the 
Time appointed for meeting: when 
many are expected, they can be waited 
far with less Impatience than few; and 
yet these few not being able to join 
after telling of; it may occasion a lame- 
ness in a Squadron through the whole 
of the Evolutions. 
And here it is necessary to observe, 
that whether in coming to or going 
from the Exercising Field, or when on 
Duty of any kind, no Gentleman is to 
quit the Ranks, even for a Moment, 
without the Permission of the Officer 
who commands the Squadron, 'Troop, 
or Detachment.— This is to be ob- 
tained 
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tained by sending one of the Serjeants 
in the Rear to mention the Cause.— 
Nothing is so unmilitary as to see 
Troops straggling, on any Occasion; 
and it is therefore hoped that, even 
after being regularly dismissed, the L. 
H. V. will contrive to move as much 
in a Body as their respective Residences 
will admit of. 1 | 
No Motion is to be made towards 
obeying any word of Command, nor 
sound of Trumpet or Bugle, till it be 
finished, and then it is to be done with 
Life, and without a Moment's Loss of 
Time. — When halted, no Gentleman

of Non-commissioned Officers on all 
Occasions, and of course much will be 
required of them. They must be par- 
ticularly attentive, when forming or 
formed, to catch the distant Objects 
that intersect each other, on their Right, 
Left, Front, and Rear; for without 
these no Man can lead straight; and 
though they are directed simply to fol- 
low their Officer at half a Horse's 
Length, it may often happen, that his 
Duty calls him away for a Moment, 
when they muſt act independently of 
him, and inform him, if he requires it, 
when he 1s again in the right Line. 
The Six 'Troops, when on Parade, at

tion nor Practice. 

According to the Regulations of the 
Army, the Intervals between Squadrons 
should be One-Third of their Extent : 
but the L. H. V. for many Reasons 
peculiar to the Situation they are placed 
in, and the Service expected of them, 
prefer Intervals equal to the whole Ex- 
tent of the Squadrons (when the 

Ground 
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Ground will admit of it), so as, that 
any One of them can wheel about 
without interfering with the others.— 
Such Intervals, also, allow the Evolu- 
tions at Order to be performed with 
more Correctness; and though these 
are of no Use on Duty, and practised 
only on Parade, they tend greatly to 
form both Man and Horse, as Defects 
in Riding, Dressing, leading Straight, 
and Filing, are more easily seen and cor- 
rected than when at Cloſe Order. 

We shall suppose the Squadrons to be 
48 File in Front, without telling in any 
of the Officers; and this is nearly the pre- 
sent effective Strength of the Corps of 
L. H. V.—If fewer attend, every thing 
must be regulated in Proportion. 

The senior Officer present takes the 
Command of the whole, —The Second

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in Rank leads to the Rear, and sees 
that the Quarter Masters, Serjeants, &c. 
do their Duty, and pay proper Atten- 
tion to the Rear Rank. — The senior 
Officer present of each Squadron takes 
the Command of it, and appoints an 
Officer to each Flank, and One in the 
Ceutre, covered by a Non- commissioned 
Officer : if there are any other Officers, 
they go to the Rear, as supernume- 
rary. 

The next Object of the Commanders 
of Squadrons is to place their non- 
commissioned Officers. There are 
Eight to each Troop, and of course 
Sixteen to every Squadron: Besides 
those that cover the Officers, there must 
be One on the Right and Left of each 
Half Squadron; one on the Right and 
Left of each Division; and One on the 
Right 
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Right of each Subdivision. If they all 
attend, there will be still One over, and 
he must go to the Rear with the super- 
numerary Officers. 

To ascertain easily where to place the 


Non commissioned Officers, and also to 
be able to tell off the Squadron in the 
Dark, or without the Commanding- 
Officer of it moving from the Front, 


we have found the best Method to be as

Ws have found by Experience, 4hat 
the best Method is to form Divisions 
of Thirty Gentlemen each, Which can 
act independently, or together, and sup- 
port each other, as Oceasion may be 
quire.— These Divisions are composed 
of Twelve File, told off by Files, Threes, 
and Sub divisions, and Two Officers, 
one commanding the Whole, and one 
on

which every Officer of every rank gives 
his Orders. An Officer who cannot tho- 
roughly discipline and exereise the Body 
entrusted to his Command is not fit in 
Time of Service to lead it against the 
Enemy; he cannot be cool and eollect- 
ed in the time of danger; he cannot 
profit of favourable Cireumstances, from 
an Inability to direct others; the Fate 
of many may depend on His ill or well 
A" himself of his Duty. It is 

K 3 not 
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not sufficient to advance with personal 
Bravery, it is requisite to have that De- 
gree of Intelligence, which should dis- 
tinguish every Officer according to his 
Station; nor can Soldiers act with 
Spirit and Animation, when they have 
no Reliance on the Capacity of those 
who conduct them. 

« ComMMaANDs of Caution, being such 
as are preparatory to a Movement, 
Should be sufficiently full and explana- 
tory. Commands of Execution should 
be short, and avoiding unessential 
Words. 

& Tux Commanding Officers of 
Regiments, give and repeat all general 
Commands, which are also shortly and 
quickly repeated by Commanding Of- 
ficers of Squadrons, especially such as

Ax Officer must not only know 
the Post which he should occupy in 
all Changes of Situation, the Commands 
which he should give, and the general 
Intention of the required Movements; 
but he should aleo be Master of the 
Principles on which each is made, and 
of the Faults that may be committed, 
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in order to avoid them himself, and to 
instruct others,. These Principles are 
in themselves so simple, that moderate 
Reflection, Habit, and Attention, will 
soon show them to the Eye, and fix 
them on the Mind. a 
4 ASCERTAINING the Points neces- 
sary for the Movements and Formations 
of the Regiment, is the particular Bu- 
einess of the Adjutant in the Field. 
In this Exercise he may be assisted by 
detached Persons placed behind each 
Flank, who are propetly trained, quickly 
to take up such Line as he shall give 
them; and for this Purpose they-are 
only to be sent out successively, and as 
their Aid is wanted; nor are they to 
make any Bustle, or unnecessary Pa- 
rade; ern for which 
they 
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they were sent out is accomplished, they 
will immediately return behind their 
proper Flank. 

„ Orriesxs that lead Squadrons in 
Line, guide Pivots in Column, or con- 
duct the Flanks of Divisions succes- 
sively into Line, in Changes of Position, 
and indeed all Officers who in their own 
Persons determine the Movements of any 
Body, must recollect, that unless they 
themselves are steady, correct, and smooth 
in the Path which they give, their seve- 
ral Bodies cannot follow in firm or pro- 
per Order, but will partake of every 
irregularity of such Leader; who there- 
fore must attend to his Objects of 
Distance and Leading, and bestow only 
an occasional Glance of his Eye on the 
Dreowng of the Division he leads, 
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« Or Picks who have an indistinct 
Sight must never lead the head Divi- 
sions of a Column, marching in a straight 
Alignement; and must thererore be re- 
placed on such Oecasions by others, 
whose more accurate Vision enables 
them to preserve and prolong the just 
Line which the whole are to follow. 

„ The March of the Line in Front is 
the mast difficult, and the most mate- 
rial of all Movements; it is requisise 
near the Enemy, and immediately pre- 
cedes the Attack. —In Proportion to 
the Extent of Front and Rapidity re- 
quired, does that Difficulty inerease; 
therefore too much Exactness and Mi- 
nutencss in the Execution of it cannot 
be observed, | 

« When marching in Line, each Squa- 

dron 
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dron dresses to its own Centre, which 
Centre follows its own Leader; the 
several Leaders line with, and preserve 
Distances from each other, and from 
the Regulating Squadron: this alone has 
its Objects of March, the others being 
all suboi diuate to and conforming to its 
Motions. 

« FiETD-Orricgas and Adjutante 
must always reccllect the Number of 
Yards which the Front of a Regiment, 
or any of its component Parts occupy 
and be enabled by the Eye, as well as 
the Paces of their Horses, quickly and 
nearly to ascertain and give such Dis- 
tances. Every Squadron Leader must 
quickly judge the Extent of his Squa- 
dron; and every Division Leader, and 
Marker of a Pivot Flank, the Front of 

the 
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the Division which he regulates—Prac- 
tice and Attention soon give Accuracy 
in these Points, which are an essential 
Part of Regimental Instruction. It 
has been already mentioned, that one 
Yard, nearly, is to be Allowed for each 
Horse and Man, and therefore the Front 
of a Body is as many Yards as Files.“ 
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
